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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 68 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 68, line 1, it is suggested to change "A machine readable medium" to —A 
computer readable medium—. See Nonstatutory Subject Matter under 35 U.S.C. 101 where the 
terms "computer readable medium" is used. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kanter (WO 
98/59467). 

Regarding claim 1, Kanter discloses a method comprising a plurality of activities 
comprising: receiving, at a wide area network-based intelligent service controller (17), a request 
to originate a call to an H.323 entity (IT), the request comprising an alias address associated 
with the H.323 entity (page 4, lines 13-15), the wide area network-based intelligent service 
controller comprising a non-gatekeeper database (19) external lo a domain of a calling entity and 
external to a donor domain of the H.323 entity; translating at the wide area network-based 
intelligent service controller, the alias address to an actual routable network address for the 
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H.323 entity utilizing the non-gatekeeper database (page 3, lines 15-23); and providing the actual 
routable network address (page 4, lines 17-20). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 45-67 are allowed. 

5. Claim 68 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection set forth 
in this Office action.
